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THE QUEEN ON 
TELEVISION 

CHIEFS of B.B.C. and tominerdal 
television in England have been 
urging tJiat the Queen be televised during 
her traditional Christmas broadcast. 

Until now court officials have objected 
because they think the Queen should not 
be subjected to the strain of facing TV 
cameras during the speech. 

With television going into more and 
more homes in Britain it is likely that llic 
Queen will soon accede to the request. 

It is 23 years since the late King 
George V made history by speaking to 
his Empire over "the wireless" at Christ- 
mas time. 

.Since then the broadcast has become 
a tradition. 

Nowadays when most people have 
spoken over a microphone at one time or 
another in their lives it is difficult to 
realise thai the first Christmas broadcast 
was probably an ordeal to the King. 

The Queen has grown up wilh radio. 
Her light, clear voice and excellent 
diction have been heard throughout the 
British Commonwealth ever since she was 
a young girl. 

And, as so many remarked on her 
accession, it is a happy fact in this era 
of films, news photography, and television 
that the British monarch adds photo- 
penic qualities lo hfir irirtueSi 

Television undoubtedly presents an 
added strain for her, hut she faced it at 
the Coronation when millions of British 
viewers saw more of the ceremony than 
many guest.* in the Abbey. 

Beside?, those who organise thr tele- 
cast could easily devise it so that 
cameras arc not on the Queen's face all 
the time. It could be interspersed with 
scenes of England and scenes relevant 
to the speech, making a feature that, in 
film, could be flown to television stations 
throughout the Commonwealth.

If you 
can't go, yon should send the 
formal acceptance, and almost 
Immediately write a letter re- 
gretting Lhat, for ihis-and-this 
reasuu, you won't be able to 
attend.

Juicy, tender ham- 
linrgers arc always 
popular, and make 
a satisfying meal 
served with relishes 
and crisp rolls. 

CHUCK steak, minced twice, makes 
moist, tender hamburgers. Topside 
• .r round steak also may be used, but 
lie hamburger is not quite so tender. 
A heavy metal pan, ur the flat hot-plate of 
an electric stove or a griddle-grill gives 
ihr brat results when rooking because the 
Itrat can he kept even and steady. 

H the hamburger* are cooked on a griller 
ihr bars should be thoroughly greased to 
prevent nicking, :ind a little extra time 
hrnlld be allowed (or cooking. 

One pound of meat makes approximately 
i patties. It is important to dupe the meat 
lightly into patties about 3jih. in size. Do 
ntM press or pack. 

Allow about 12 to 15 minutes conking lime, 
■ ooking 6 to ft minutes on each side. 

Salad snippcLs, pickles, sauces, chulncys, 
.ind relishes are fine accompaniments for 
juniburgcrs served in plain or toasted ham- 
burger rolls. 

All spoon measurements are level.
